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• APRIL, THE MONTH of Student Council elections, barges in 
tomorrow. Before long, the campus will witness a series of high- 
powered campaigns as organizations name and ballyhoo their 
respective nominations for Student Council posts. 

So, before drives get under way and the heat of battle sur- 
rounds us all, we wish to survey the accomplishments of the 
present Council, and get off a few suggestions in regard to future 
Councils, before The Hatchet ducks back into Its traditional posi- 
tion of neutrality during elections. 

As a whole, the Council has done a good job this year. The 
competency of the individual members of the Council has been the 
reason. The ten student body executives have displayed an under- 
standing of student body problems which has led to a fair and 
..constructive government. 

»' A major factor in the Council's success has been the fact 
that nine of the ten officers are day school students. The value 
, T of this condition has become quite apparent since the Council 
. ' began operation in September. There are literally hundreds of 
things which must be done. Running campus activity is a full time 
Job, the Council members discovered immediately, \9hat is im- 
' portent is the fact that the Council did devote sufficient time to 
activity problems. 

„ Another factor which has contributed to success, this year, 
;■ is the cooperative manner In which the Council has functioned. 
As many will remember, eight Reform Party candidates were 
elected to office while two Service nominees were chosen. Election 
. animosity ceased as soon as the ballots had been counted. Every- 
body has worked for the benefit of the student body. 

A serious analysis of what has been accomplished must neces- 
, sarlly Include an examination of the Reform Party’s 1941 platform 
and the efforts made to fulfill pre-election promises. 

This year’s Council, we believe, has conscientiously attempted 
* to make good its campaign pledges. Some efforts have failed, It 
is sure. The resurfacing of the Parking Lot was found to be im- 
possible at this time. The Institution of the Honor System was 
■- considered by the faculty as not workable. Nevertheless, the 
Council tried In both cases. 

*J! A few other “noble efforts” resulted in naught. In some in- 
stances, the opposition of the University blocked the plans. In 
...others, the organizations which stood to benefit, themselves, proved 
uneooperatlve. But the point Is, that the Council was in there 
.punching. 

’ Of course, there were a couple of campaign promises which 
turned out to be just promises. We refer to the annual prating 
Concerning free blue books. This has been kicked about for some 
seasons now. It would be a good Idea for this year’s parties to 
' iorget about free blue books as a platform plank. 

But the Council has made some definite contributions to the 
■ ’Campus scene. Moving up senior class election to the fall has 
, eliminated much of the politics usually present. It has enabled 
« ihe senior class to organize. 

1 Th* »od»> program has been expanded as promised. A 
. 4»ke machine was Installed in the Law School as promised. Ex- 
pansion of the Activities Council was made, as promised. 

But the real worth of the Council this year lies not in the 
new things they inaugurated, but in the way they have done the 
. old things. Advocate BUI SteU and ComptroUer Paul McClenon 
Hbave turned In bang up jobs. Prexy Anne Blackfstone has made 
a business of cooperating with everybody. Program Director 
Eleanor Sholtes and Publicity Director Harriet Weber have faith- 
fully and competently discharged their duties. 

In short, the Council has been strickly on the ball, to use the 
- Student Oub variation on the English language. Criticisms have 
been negligible In number. 

•k It Is perfectly clear that student government can be only as 
, good as the students who govern. A capable Council will depend 
;ln part upon the student electorate which makes the Anal choice 
-and in part upon the parties who make the nominations. 

nV- The Hatchet believes that certain qualifications should be 
Imposed by the parties themselves. It Is evident that the offices of 
; President, Comptroller, Publicity Director and Program Director 
Should be filled by tuU time students. Perhaps a few more should 
. be Ailed by day students. 

And please, Party bigwigs, don’t make your choices on the 
basis of good looks, It’s ability we want, not glamour.

• JUNIORS AND seniors In the 
School of Government may apply 
for commissions in the United 
States Naval Reserve as Ensigns. 
Deck Voluntary Probationary, an- 
nounces Dr. W. Reed West, Dean 
of the School of Government. 

This Is a special service classi- 
fication for students who will do ad- 
ministrative work after receiving 
their degrees. The applicants ac- 
cepted will be commissioned im- 
mediately but will continue their 
studies at the University until they 
receive their degrees, provided they 
will finish by June of 1943. 

After completion of the training 
period, during which time the stu- 
dents will come undet the classi- 
fication of Probationary Ensigns, 
their rank will become Deck Volun- 
tary Specials. Although classified 
as regular ensigns, they will per- 
form administrative duties in the 
Navy. * 

This plan will release for active 
duty those naval officers now ^en- 
gaged in administrative work. 

The physical requirements, par- 
ticularly in reference to vision, are 
somewhat more lenient in this spe- 
cial service classification than tn 
the regular service.

-He was elected at the spring convention of 
last year.

Good Attendance Expected 

Conventions In the past have 
been attended by between forty 
and sixty delegates, but it is ex- 
pected that a somewhat smaller 
number will be present this year 
due to an almost universal speed- 
up in the curricula of universities.

• "A WOMAN roust choose between 
a career of law and a husband; she 
cannot make a career of both.” 
stated Miss C. Virginia Diedel at 
a meeting of the pre-legal society 
Friday night in Columbian House. 

In her opinion, having a husband 
Is a career in itself, and only some- 
one with exceptional abilities cpuld 
be successful at both. “When a 
woman comes home from a hard 
day’s worfc/ in a law office,” od- 
served Miss Diedel, “she wants to 
have somebody cater to her, rather 
than cater to a family ” 

The lawyer attributed the present 
difficulties in India to the British 
commercialism as exemplified by 
the East India Company. “It was 
started by Queen Elizabeth as a 
dollar-and-cents proposition, and it 
is now looked on as a purely com- 
mercial enterprise, from Colonial 
times to the present,” explained 
Miss Diedel. 

She added. "It Is possible to write 
a history of the United States using 
legal material alone,’’ and gave 
numerous illustrations throughout 
her lecture. 

Miss Diedel gave helpful hints to 
those thinking of taking up cor- 
poration law. She told the students 
how to use law reference books, 
words and phrases used in a law 
office, the dally routing of a prac- 
ticing lawyer, and how to keep 
lists of clients. 

"Law schools are not adequately 
training their graduates to hold 
positions in law,” announced Miss 
Diedel. Seeing the deficiency, she 
is writing a trade manual which 
Includes things considered necessary 
for law clerks to know. 


• EYEING PRIZES of one-year 
full-tuition scholarships to the 
University, high school debaters 
are grooming for the ninth an- 
nual Debate Tourney to be held 
on ckmpus Saturday, April 18. 

Some 14 to 18 high schools 
are expected to enter the con- 
test directed by the University’s 
Department of Public Speaking 
under Professor Willard Yeager. 

Debaters will argue the question. 
"Resolved, That every ablebodied 
male citizen of the United States 
be required to have one year of 
full-time military training before 
attaining the present draft age.” 

The first round of debates will 
open at 9:15 a.m. in the Hall of 
Government. The second round will 
begin at 11:15. Eliminations will 
continue In the afternoon until the 
winning debating team Is selected. 

The scholarships will be awarded 
to each member of the champion 
debate squad, and the winning high 
school will receive an engraved 
wall plaque. Judges will be ap- 
pointed by the Public Speaking 
Department. 

Each high school team will be 
composed of three speakers. 
"Schools may send one negative 
and one affirmative team, or a team 
prepared to argue both sides of the 
question,” Professor Yeager an- 
nounced. /' 

A modified Oregon system of de- 
bate will be used. Two speakers 
of a team will offer constructive 
arguments and cross-examine their 
opponents, while the third member 
presents the rebuttal and summary. 

Last year, Western High School 
won the tournament for the sixth 
time in nine years.

• UNIVERSITY students who 
think that French and Spanish are 
difficult languages to learn should 
enter the torturous classes of Chi- 
nese and Japanese hieroglyphics 
under Dr. William R. B. Acker of 
the Freer Art Gallery. 

Dr. Acker conducts the classes 
evenings and Saturdays to meet 
student demand for these two 
languages. A knowledge of Chi- 
nese and Japanese has taken on a 
new importance In the light of 
current world affairs. The profes- 
sor acknowledges that beginning 
students experience their greatest 
difficulty In learning to paint char- 
acters with brushes. 

Dr. Acker has had to limit his 
Classes to twelve so that, if neces- 
sary, individual instruction might 
be given each student. It is gen- 
erally accepted as a part of the 
course of study to give Individual 
instruction to the students who 
wish to enter government servtee. 

The Japanese class was initialed 
last September. Chinese was in- 
stituted for the spring term. 

And then there’s always the pos-

Yank units in Bataan might cap- 
ture a Japanese general before 
hara klri sets in — or, who knows, 
Hirohlto himself. 

The four-inch textbooks of the 
Japanese course bring to mind a 
possible motive of the Japs for join- 
ing the Axis in its conflict against 
the Allies. Japanese students de- 
manded expansion In hopes of start- 
ing on the island a new and easier 
language, such as Javanese. Ma- 
layan, or Klnchlnniguan. 

Those who have tried to get their 
shirts out of Chinese laundries 
have provided impetus for a course 
in that language.
